The congressional election of 1926 did 
not reveal any drift toward radical- 
ism but some of the political scouts 
say conditions are changing in ,the 
middlewest nad that McXary-Haug- 
enism is an ^example of how far a 
radical program can get nowadays.

Jones, with an awe inspiring total of 
285 strokes for 72 holes Friday won 
the British- open golf championship 
for the second 
time in two years. 


Long before the Atlantan finished his 
last round when he scored 72, one 
under par, he was conceded the 'title 
again. 


Fred Robson came in with 74 giv- 


ing him a total of 291 and establish- 
ing him with Aubrey Boomer as the 
runner up. . 


Joe Kirkwood also took 74 and fin- 


ished with 293. Bobby in his four 
rounds of 68. .72. 73 .and 72 was under 
par-,on there of them and equalled 
perfeCc'figuers.on the other. His vic- 
tory-.two years running ties a. record 
going back to 1904-05 when James 
Braid piled one championship on an- 
other. It has not happened since, un- 
til Friday. 


The amazing score of 2S5 for 72 


holes over 
the great St. Andrews 


course was six strikes under the rec- 
ord for the 72 holes play started- in 
1S92. 
Jones, in winning last year 


with 291, tied James Braids mark 
made in 190S. Aubrey Boomer, run- 
nerup to Jones at the moment, scored 
291 in this championship but his tie 
of the record stood only until Bob- 
by could come tramping in with his 
record breaker.^ 


Bobby also bettered the American

NOTED IRISH GODNTESS 


DIES AFTER OPERATION

Madison—OP)—The sjtate senate Fri- 


day passed en assembly bill providing 
for $10,000 appropriation with which 
to send a Wisconsin band and drum 
corps to the American legion conven- 
tion in Paris. 


The amount would be divided equal-

The assembly bill abolishing all

MUST DRIVE 600 MILES

for his approval or veto.

HENRY WHITE, NOTED 


DIPLOMAT, IS DEAD 


Was Former Ambassador to 


France and Italy and Dele- 
gate at Peace Meet 


Pittsfield, Mass—OP)—Henry White, 


former A'mbassador to France and 
Italy and American delegate' to the 
Paris peace conference, died in Lenox 
at 2:30 Friday morning. 
- , , • 


• Mr.- •White':underwent an operation 
three years' ago "and has been in ill 
health much since then.' 


Thirty years or more an American 


diplomat,- Henry 
White, was 
once 


characterized by Joseph H. Choate as 
the man who "set up a school of di- 
plomacy in London from which were 
graduated such notables at Phclps, 
Lincoln. Bayard and Hay." 


Mr. White was born in Baltimore, 


Md., 
March 29, 1S30, and was educat- 


ed in the United States and in France. 
He came from an old and distinguish- 
ed Maryland family. In 1S70 he mar- 
ried Miss Margaret Stuyvosant Ruth- 
erfurd of Xew York, a sister-in-law 
of William K. Vanderbilt. Mrs. White 
died in Lenox, Mass., in'1916. Their 
daughter Margaret, is the Countess 
Scherr-Thoss, wife of an officer of 
the Royal Prussian cuirassiers, whose 
father was formerly associated with 
the former emperor of Germany. Mr. 
White in November. 1920, married 
Mrs. Emily Vanderbilt Sloane. widow 
of William Douglas Sloane. of Xew 
York. 


ENTERS SERVICE 


In 1SS3. he entered the doplomatic 


rervjcc as secretary of the United 
States legation at Vienna, going later 
to London as first secretary, retiring, 
and then again assuming the ofiicc 
under President McKinley. which he 
held until 1903 when he was appoint- 
ed ambassador to Italy. Designated 
by President Roosevelt as the repre- 
sentative of the United States to the 
International conference on Moroc- 
can affairs at Algeciras in 1906. Am- 
bassador White took a leading part 
in that historic parley, the result of 
which, it was said, averted a Euro- 
pean war. 


Appointed ambassador to France in 


1907. Mr. White resigned in 1903. the 
first year of President Taft's admin- 
istration. Upon retirement from his 
Paris post,-and his return to Xcw 
York. Mr. White was the guest of 
honor at a dinner tendered him by 
the society of the Pilgrims at which 
his services were eulogized by John 
Fipelow. who -represented the United 
States in France at the time of Xa 
poion III. Lev! P. Morton, ambassa

Wife of Slain Man Refused 


Request to Pull Trap Send- 


ing Men to Death 


Jolict—W)—Outdoors in a heavy fog, 


while 400 men, who only a moment be- 
fore had been laughing and shouting 
to each other looked on, the three con- 
victs left of seven who slew Peter 
Klein, deputy warden at the state 
penitentiary 
near 
here on May 5, 


were hanged at 6:13 Friday morning. 


Those who witnessed the spectacle, 


one of the last hangings in 
Illinois 


had fought and struggled for hours to 
get into .the enclosure, walled about 
by a 20-foot board fence to keep out 
those who did not hold passes signed 
by the sheriff. 
Preceded by 
four 


priests, the three men, Roberto Tor- 
rer.. Mexican, Walter Stalesky, Pole, 
and Charles Duschowski. a giant Lith- 
uanian, emerged from the jail at 6:10. 


GRIN AT DEATH 


Duschowski was grinning broadb- 


and continued, to smile until the white 
cap was placed over his head. 
The 


three men walked with firm step. Tor- 
rez took his stand and looked up at the 
noose which dangled over his head. 
Stalesky paled and staggered momen- 
tarily, but quickly regained his com- 
posure. While Duschowski continued 
to grin sillily, Torrez summoned 
a 


smile to his face and in a clear voice 
.shouted: "Goodby, everybody." 


That was the only audible remark 


made by any of the three condemned 
men. 
The ceremony was extremely 


brief and the 
three bodies shot 


through the trap door together. 


The three condemned men present- 


ed a unique appearance in that they 
mounted the scaffold with long, flow- 
ing hair, mustaches and beards. Since 
they attempted to escape for the third 
time, six weeks ago, and they had been 
denied razors> or the .services .of 
a 


barber.

The men remainder awake virtually 


all night long. 


REFUSE LAST DINNER 


They refused the

tendered condemned men but none of 
them cared for delicacies.

then- knees. 
Duschowski 
remained 


•hard-boiled" nearly until the last. 


It was after midnight' before lie said 


rather reluctantly that he guessed he 
would see a priest. 


Stalesky was pronounced dead at 


6:2S, Duschowski at 6:30 and Torrez at 
6:32. 
The necks of all three were 


broken. 


Carl Klein, brother of the murdered 


deputy warden, and Joseph F. Moore, 
brother of Mrs. Klein, Chicago, wit- 
nessed the hangings. 


Sirs. Peter Klein, widow of the slain 


prison officer, was at the jail early, re- 
newing her request that she be per- 
mitted to spring the triple trap. The 
request again was refused, and Mrs. 
Klein remained quietly 
in the jail 


office while the exeuctios took place. 


"Life was sweet to them," she said, 


"and they did not want to die. But 
yfe didn't think how sew was li hetot 
they didn't think how sweet was life to 
my husband, nor about his wife and 
two children."

Conforti slipping poison 
into the wine to kill the woman and 
then poisoning himself. 


The jury had three translations of 


the note, these varying widely. In 
the note there is mention of the claim 
that Mrs. VanPatten, who was the 
wife of a Kenosha automobile work- 
er, "was brave But that she was not 
true to Conforti." - 


Joseph Van Patten, the husband of 


the dead woman, was bitter in his 
statement against Conforti when he 
identified the body. He'said he hud 
long been aware of the clandestine 
love affair between his wife and the 
Italian.

COMMON SENSE IN 


DISARMAMENT 


In considering the problem of naval 


disarmament it is not improbable that too 
much emphasis has been placed at Geneva 
on the mathematical calculations of ex- 
perts, just as has been the case in «this 
country with our large navy advocates in 
deploring an apparent disparity on paper 
of capital ships as between Great Brit- 
ain and the United States. Many things 
enter into the relative strength of navies 
besides tonnage and guns. 
The place 


where battles are likely to be fought, 
nearness or remoteness to bases of sup- 
plies, personnel of officers and crews, at- 
titude of neutrals and the parts to be 
played by merchant vessels, aircraft, etc., 


, may have even a greater influence on the 


result than parity or disparity of war- 
craft as estimated by the experts. 


We should not forget that we outdid 


England in one war on water when our 
navy on paper was an insignificant match 
for a formidable and world-famous fleet. 
It seems to us also that the size and pow- 
ers of navies with respect to parity, 
should take into account the possibilities 
for enduring peace as between the princi- 
pals. 


The so-called parity should be based on 


the assumption that there will be no war. 
This is the very essence of disarmament 
whether on land or sea. 
Unless it is ap- 


proached in this spirit it is exceedingly 
difficult to agree upon definite military 
limitations, because the idea is always up- 
permost in the minds of the negotiators 
that the}' are matching one force against 
another. In other words, there is abun- 
dant room for the use of common sense 
rather than expert calculations in reach- 


, ing conclusions touching disarmament. 


]We think some of this common sense 
could be injected into the Geneva confer- 
ence with benefit both to the cause and 
to the relations of all parties concerned. If 
they expect war in the future, that is an 
assumption which calls for a particular 
policy; but if they expect peace, then that 
Js a proposition which calls for an alto- 
gether different policy. If disarmament 


. does not rest on peace expectancy there 


can be no sound basis for approaching it, 
for in that case each nation must be guid- 
ed by self-interest, and this necessarily 
presupposes power to defeat an adver- 
sary. The conference at Geneva is a test 
of purpose and good faith rather than of 
cxoert mathematics. 


THE CONSERVATION BILL 


At least one major piece of legislation. 


Is to be marked up to the credit of an 
otherwise lengthy and empty session. The 
bill providing for a complete reorganiza- 
tion 01 the state conservation system to 
provide for a r.on-salaricd body of six 
members, has been finally passed and 
goes to thc governor, v.-ho will sign it. As 
a result of this lav.- ive should begin a 
new era of regulating wild life and natur- 
al assets that will mean for thc first time 
something like genuine conservation. It 
offers an opportunity to take conserva- 
tion out of politics and put it on an ef- 
fective basis. It can hardly fail to bring 
about an improvement. 
\ 
Two other important subjects remain 


to be dealt with, one of which is taxation. 
JThcrc will be no revision of thc tax laws 
affecting rates or methods, but thc legis- 
lature can authorize thc appointment of a 
representative and competent committee 
Jo make disinterested investigation of thc 
whole subject of taxation. Thc third duty 
of thc legislature is t^ provide for reor- 
ganization of state administration and 
"for a budget system, consolidation and 


x elimination of u^dc.-s board?, 
com- 


iniss.i6ns, etc., and thc introduction of 
"genuine economy into state government, 


PARKS AND POLITICS 


The senate has. rejected Wisconsin's 


million dollar park extension program by 
a vote of 17 to 13. The final test will come 
with action on individual bills, each car- 
rying out a part of the provisions of the 
main bill. The proposed legislation would 
have established four 
additional state 


parks, Northern Lakes park. Price and 
Sawyer counties, $350,000: Seven Pines 
park, Pofk county. $200,OdO: Kettle Mo- 
raine park, Fond du Lac and Shcboygan 
counties, $200,000: and a park area on 
Lake Michigan. $200.000. 


We believe every citizen of Wisconsin 


would like to sec an extension of public 
parks and playgrounds. We believe the 
people of Wisconsin would like to con- 
serve for future 
generations large do- 


mains which are in something like a vir-" 
gin state and whose natural beauty and 
facilities for recreation and rest are con- 
spicuously attractive. 


The objection to the projects voted 


down is that they invite another incre- 
ment to the already heavy tax burden. 
The people are not in a frame of mind 
to indorse fresh tax levies when they'are 
convinced that the state is extravagantly 
governed and that millions of dollars are 
either wasted annuall}" or go to oil polit- 
ical machinery and fatten the purses of 
political sinecurists. They know that such 
undertakings as park extensions could 
and should be taken care of without ad- 
ditional taxation, that if the policy of 
economy, bureau and board consolidation 
and business conduct of state affairs were 
inaugurated and carried out honestly and 
efficiently, there would be plenty of 
money to engage in these public works at 
even lower taxes. 


ACCIDENTAL DROWNING 


The statistics on accidental drownings 


every summer are depressing as reflecting 
the carelessness of people in general. 
Deaths from this cause increased 25 per 
cent among eighteen million policy hold- 
ers of a large, insurance company be-- 
tween January 1 and June 18 of this year, 
when compared with deaths from 
this 


cause for the same period of 1926. an an- 
nouncement states.,This year's rate is 
also higher than for the same period of 
1925. 
•' 


An examination of the statistics of this 


company show that although the general 
tendency of the mortality rate for acci- 
dental drowning has been downward 
during the recent years, the rise in 1927 
makes it very timely that attention be 
called to the fact that with the coming of 
warm weather the drownings are sure to' 
show a still further increase, with young 
men and boys as the principal victims... 


In fact this form of accidental death 


has a distinct seasonal aspect. July, 
August and September being the peak' 
months because of the increased indul- 
gence in water sports at the various re- 
sorts. Too many of these deaths are the 
result of carelessness. 


What is needed is a wider application 


of the principles and practice of water 
safety which are advocated by the life 
saving division of the American Red 
Cross. 
These are now being generally 


taught in thousands of summer camps 
which are attended by boys and girls and 
in the end go far to reduce deaths from 
this cause. 


Meanwhile, however, some 
effort 


should be made to reach fhe young per- 
sons beyond the camp age and some way 
found to warn them of the danger of be- 
ing careless while in or near the water.

HOW THE MODEL FAT HOY CAME BACK 


At the age 47, height 6S inches, the model fat 


boy weighed 191 pounds, yet still passed a life in- 
surance examination readily enough and had no 
particular complaint, ifcingr a model boy he had 
had enough concern over his 20 per cent excess 
woiffht to undergo a health examination, and this 
disclosed that the model fat boy could hold his 
breath SI seconds, whereas about ten years earlier 
when the fat boy had been a better man he had 
readily held out 50 seconds. 


Now 31 seconds wasn't bad. at that. A lot of spry 


old geezers of 35 or 40 who think they're some 
pumpkins when it comes to a question of health, can 
scarcely hold out for 30 seconds. They're 'just drift- 
inc alone: without any reserve to speak of. in time 
of emergency or distress such as pneumonia, ap- 
pendicitis, or typhoid; training, as you might say. 
for the stellar role in one of those favorite news- 
paper stories—Mr. Stark had seemed in the best of 
health and the news is a great shock to his many 
friends. They reach the summit 10 or 20 years too 
soon, these gamblers who laugh at doctors and their 
health rules, and .when they come down they crash. 


Mulling over in his mind this slight shortness of 


oxygen reserve, the model fat boy recalled a few 
things ho.had endeavored to ignore. One was that 
he seemed inclined to puff and blow more on trifling 
effort than he formerly did. Another was that he 
was frequently annoyed by momentary dizziness on 
suddenly standing: .from a sitting or reclining pos- 
ture or on other occasions that formerly caused no 
dizziness. A third point brought out by some of the 
leading questions of the health examination was 
that the model had grown just a bit grouchy or 
crabid in the last few years: some of his friends 
had rallied him about this and his wife and family 
had commented on it; it seemer to be the general 
depression that the model's former sunny and hap- 
py disposition had changed for the worse. Not im- 
portant in itself, yet it fits in with the picture. 


"Well, not to frighten the fat, boy, the doctor as- 


sured him he wasn't downright obese, had nothing 
akin to a "breakdown"'"and needed nothing1 more 
than a little regulation of his mode Of life. It was 
clearly evident, the doctor said, that there was some 
imbalance in the fat boy's scheme, and this the doc- 
tor proceeded to adjust. 


Now the first "indication" was for the 'fat boy 


to reduce. And the simplest and safest way one 
can reduce is by going- back along the same trail 
that led to obesity. It didn't take much questioning 
to shoy that the fat boy had gained his burden in 
the conventional way—by overeating and under- 
working. That's how 99 out of a hundred fat fqlfcs

get that way. It is so simple that it hurts to afc- 
knowledge it, but it is the truth. 


The fat boy had formerly indulged in a fair 


amount of daily exercise, but in recent years he had 
kidded himself along with the excuse that he was 
too busy to get his daily exercise. Then, too, he 
had a fixed habit, a healthful habit for'younger 
persons and skinnier folk, of eating a late lunch 
every night. This lunch seemed to interest the doc- 
tor a good deal. Next visit we'll assay it and see 
just what it was • worth in the fat boys metabol- 
ism.

EMERSON AS A LIBRARY CRITIC 


Emerson said somewhere, if I re- 


member correctly, that whenever a 
new book was published he read an 
old one. At another time he gave the 
advice never to read a. book that was 
not at least 50 years old. Like many 
another, he did not-follow his own ad- 
vice. 
"We find him again arid again 


recording in his journals his judg- 


to contemporary 
to have kept up 


ment in -regard 
books. 
He seems 


fairly well with the literature that 
came from the presses in -England 
and America during his own day. 


One of the fascinating things about 


such comments made at th~e moment 
is to compare them with the standard- 
ized opinion that time has developed. 
First of all there is Hawthorne. Emer- 
son could never see that Hawthorne 
was a superlatively great writer. He 
returns to the- subject again 
and 


again. He loved Hawthorne, he felt 
that the man had a beautiful nature; 
he was under the 
impression that 


Hawthorne had the potentialities of 
greatness but that he never found ad- 
equate expression in his work. When 
Hawthorne died Emerson set do\vn 
the conviction that tho man's work 
had not been completed. 


I suspect he felt that way about 


Hawthorne 
because the 
author of 


"The Scarlet Letter" worked in a 
medium that Emerson did not under- 
stand. 
Emerson was 
the essayist 


first, last, and alt the time. He was 
essayist even in his poems. He dealt 
in the compressed thought, the aphor- 
ism, the, doing up of ideas into the 
smallest possible bundles. Hawthorne 
was the novelist, who did not deal 
with general principles but with hu- 
man character as it'expressed itself 
in life and action. Emerson was so 
close to. him that he did not estimate 
his greatness at its true value. It is 
probably safe to say that'today we re- 
gard Hawthorne as being In his me- 
dium as great as Emerson was in his. 


Tennyson 
was 
farther 
removed 


from Emerson in space and the Amer- 
ican "placed" the English poet about 
where in a, general way he is today 
regarded as belonging. A great-deal 
of Tennyson he regarded as negligible, 
while a small body of his work won 
his approval as great, chief among it 
"Vlyssfs." 
The "In Mcmoriam" -he 


regarded as little more than an exer- 
cise Jn versification. Criticism of to- 
day docs not agree with all of that 
but 
Emerson's estimate :s 
near 


enough to the x-crdict of time to make 
it remarkably interesting. 


Ho says very little about Brown- 


ing; but he docs not seem to think 


much of him. 
Which Is rather re- 


markable in view of the fact" that 
Browning's compression of thought Is 
a good deal like Emerson's. He does 
not seem to have suspected that 
Browning was a very great poet. 


He was sometimes unreliable about 


individual poems. 
Here is- an' entry 


for 1S42: " 'Abou ben Adhem* seems 
to promise its own immortality be- 
long' all the contemporary poems." 
Now. 
while "Abou" is a very 'pleas- 


ing poem and is invariably quoted by 
people making a speech at a Knights 
of Pythias banquet, Emerson's praise 
is surely far too extravagant. 


Carlyle, as is well known, was his 


contemporary literary gort. .Xot that 
he swallowed Carlyle whole; ho was 
ready, to separate the wheat from the 
chaff in his hero and he considered 
him a greater talker than writer. But 
on the whole he felt that Carlyle was 
one of the great geniuses of his time'. 
There was great spiritual sympathy 
between _the two men and that may 
be the, reason whyv.Enierson was as 
just to Carlyle as he was. 
They un- 


derstood each other and Emerson's 
estimate of the Englishman is in rea- 
sonable agreement with the verdict 
that time has made on him. 


I am, convinced he was unjust to 


Thoreau as a literary artist. Again 
this seems to have been a case of 
Thoreau being»too close to him. Emer- 
son loved the man and it is hard to 
ihink of our intimates as geniuses. 
He seems "to have-wanted Thoreau to 
write like himself more or less. But 
Thoreau was individual enough to go 
his own way and Emerson never truly 
appreciated him. 


Strangest of all is the fact that 


this dignified "TCew 
Englandcr wel- 


comed the "barbaric yawp" of Walt 
Whitman. That should always stand 
to Emerson's credit.'

They 
have also contracted for 60 acres mak- 
ing a total of 110 which will be can- 
ned by the company this year. 


One hundred and eighty acres of 


cabbage have also been contracted, for 
which with the 150 acres of their own 
planting totals 330 acres of cabbage 
which will be made into kraut this 
year.

ON EINSTEIN THEORY 


Scientists Evolve Technical 


Apparatus to M e a s u r e 
Speed of Light 


BY ROY J. GIBBONS 


Chlcnpo—Within two years or so 


tho world may know whether Einstein 
and his famous theory of relativity 
aro right or wrong. 


Scientists headed by 
Prof. A. A. 


Mlcholson of tho University of Chi- 
cago hero hnve set out to conduct the 
necessary tests. 


Tho PCCIIP of their efforts was to 


havo been on the quadrangle of Chi- 
cago University, hut because of the 
heavy vibrations from traffic they are 
transferring tho Intricate equipment 
to Williams Bay. Wis. 


Einstein first based his theory on 


what is known to tho scinetific world 
as tho Michelson-Morely experiment, 
undertaken by Prof. Michclson nnd 
Prof. Morley. now drnd, in 1SS3. 


The problem Involved.in tho experi- 


ment, was the measurement of the 
speed of the earth and the entire solar 
system throusrh space. Light was tak- 
en as tho measuring stick. And the 
experiment produced what Prof. Mi- 
chelson held was a negative result: 
that is. that tho velocity of light ap- 
peared the same in all directions. To 
explain this fact. Einstein conceived 
his theory of relativity. 


Recently, however. Prof. Dayton C. 


Miller of "tho Case School of Applied 
Science in Cleveland found a. differ- 
once between the speed of light trav- 
eling in the direction of motion of 
the solar system, and tho speed of 
light travling at right angles to the 
direction of motion of the solar sys- 
tem. 


Th© instrument used in these meas- 


uring tests Is called an interferome- 
ter.It is a device which, by means of 
two glass plates of exactly the same 
thickness, divides a ray of light into 
two parts, the divided rays are made 
to travel at right angles to each other. 
They are then reflected back into the 
interferometer plates so that the "in- 
terference fringes" of the light waves 
can then be measured. These fring- 
es are something on th order of color 
bands produced when light passes 
through oil on a wet asphalt pave- 
ment. Light caused by the interfer- 
ence of two beams produces alternat- 
ing light and dark bands. These are 
called fringes. 


If Prof. Michelson observes any dis- 


placement in these fringes, the Ein- 
stein theory will be almost untenable, 
scientists say. 


The apparatus to he used in the 


experiment will 
be buried in 
the 


ground, and the 
light will travel 


through wooden, boxes buried four or 
five feet deep to insure an even tem- 
perature and do away with vibration. 


One of the arms of the interferome- 


ter will extend east-west. The other 
will point north-south. Each arm :s 
75 feet in length. When the appara- 
tus is in readiness it will be rotated 
by the revolution of the earth to pro- 
vide an interchange of direction nec- 
essary for relative results.
